They are waiting only for a favoura^ 
ble opporininity , The gpceat majority of these 200 millions want to fight 
for their freedom against Moscow*They have the same aim as the free world: 
to get rid of Moscov; s iraperfalism.And' as the aims are the same, it is lo- 
gicio. that the free world should regard these enslaved nations as its al- 
lies* The free world should support the natural efforts of these nations 
to liberate themselves*This is in the interest of the free world.in this 
way the power of the ennemy will be broken and his empjir'e destroyed. 

jr*The fight against Moscow must be- conducted on the basis o/\^fche idea of 
national liberation of the enslaved peoples.No conscious nation will
